WAC 246-215-03309 Preventing food and ingredient contamination—
Food storage containers, identified with common name of food (2009 FDA
Food Code 3-302.12). Except for containers holding roob that can be
readily and unmistakably recognized such as dry pasta, working con-
tainers holding FoOD or FOOD ingredients that are removed from their
original packages for use in the FOOD ESTABLISHMENT, such as cooking
oils, flour, herbs, potato flakes, salt, spices, and sugar must be
identified with the common name of the FrooD.
